OPINION OP THE COURT. 


This is an application for % writ of 


habeas corpus Arising noon the petition 
of one Osaki Mankichi, a Japanese. 


The' evidence, oral and documentary, 


shows that on the 4th day of May, 1899. 
a presentment was filed against the peti- 
tioner by the then dr-snit Judge of the 
First Circuit of the Territory of Hawaii, 
and without the intervention of e grand 
Jury, charging him »i'b «b* crime Jf 
murder; that afterwards to the May 
term of that Court, of the same vear, he 
was tried on tbe said presentment and 
convicted of the-crime of loanslaaghter 
Ui the lirst degree. The verdict was re- 
turned by nine out of tbe twelve jurors. 
On the 22nd day of May. 1KB, he was by 
the said Court sentenced 
to twenty 


years' Imprisonment at bard labor. 


Petitioner now seeks 
bis discharge 


upon the ground that he is being Ille- 
gally Imprisoned, because of the fact 
that be was not indicted by a grand 
jury, nor convicted by the unanimous 
verdict of a Jury of twelve men. as Is 
required by the Constitution of th* 
United States, it being claimed that th* 
Constitution of the United States was in 
force to these' Islands during tbe, period 
covered by the trial, conviction and sen- 
tence of petitioner, and thai Articles V. 
VT and VH of tbe * H> •ll^lTftfrt ftF to tb* 
Constitution were thus violated.

Tbe first point made by tbe As- 


sistant Attorney General for tbe Terri- 
tory is that this Court has no Jurisdic- 
tion to act and determln*. upon the Ques- 
tions Involved to this natter, because a 
writ of error should be sued out of th* 
Supreme Court of the United States by 
the petitioner herein; that whatever may 
have been the action of tbe Territorial 
Courts. tb« United. States Court ought 
not to Interfere, that this case fa not 
on* of sufficient gravity to can for tb* 
Interposition of this Court on habeas

should be especially Interested to main- 
taining public law to this Territory and

In this habeas corpus matter, there is 


a wide difference of opinion amcng the 
Territorial judges. Both the Supreme 
and Circuit Courts differ with each oth- 
er, and the members of the 'Supreme 
Court differ among themselves; and espe- 
cially so upon the question of the rela- 
ron which this Territory bears to the 
Constitution and laws of the United 
States. For Instance, the Sunreme Court 
of this Territory held. In the very recent 
case of Honomu Sugar Co. vs. Sayewn, 
12 Haw., 96, that certain Amendments of 
the Constitution of the United States 
were not In force here between the 7th 
day of July. 1898, and the Uth day of 
June, 1900, namely. Articles V, VI, YD. 
and XIH, which Articles relate to'lndlct- 
ment by a grand Jnry for Infamous 
crimes, to a common law Jury trial, and 
to the existence of slavery in this Terri- 
tory of the United States. While the 
Supreme Court decided to the case of 
•fix Parte Edwards 03 Haw.. SO, that 
no person could be put upon trial for an 
Infamous crime fa the Hawaiian Islands 
after August 12th, 1838 (the date of the 
raising of the American flag here), with- 
out having been first Indicted by a grand 
Jury, nor could he be convicted of such 
crime save by the unanimous verdict of 
a Jury of twelve. 


It was further held by tb* Supreme 


Court of tbe Territory on the 5th day 
of June. I» to tb* case of Spencer vs. 
Collector of Customs (B Haw., CQ, that 
Hawaii could register vessels" although 
the Territory was annexed to and form- 
ed a part of tbe United States. 


This was practically overruled by th* 


Attorney General of the Tinted States, 
who. 
In a written opinion d Op, Atty 


Oen.. 578). Instructed the Secretary of the 
Treasury that: 


"With due respect to the Judgment of 


the Supreme Court of Hawaii. I am un- 
able to admit that an Hawaiian register 
can now be Issued to a vessel and tbe 
Bag of Hawaii, the usual token of regis- 
tration, be down by her."

Senator Dietrich was one Of the party 
which went »ut with Adjutant General 
Cbrbfn and went all over the group of 
Islands during their stay. The party 
had intended to stop here OB the way 
out, but Just as the transport had load- 
ed and was ready to start for this port. 
there was prevalent in San Francisco 
a report that there was plague here, 
and as a result the load of merchandise 
for here was taken out of the ship, and 
the voyage was made to Manila direct. 
Speaking of the woik being done in 
the Philippines, Senator Dietrich said 
last evening: 


"The future of the Islands is safe in 


the hands of the men who are in au- 
thority there and I believe that the 
country will prove a great thing for the 
United States. Of course all depend? 
upon the government but where 
the 


civil authority has been inaugurated by 
Judge Taf t. It Is worMnr well and tb* 
people seem to be contented, and I be- 
lieve will be prosperous. Wherever ,we 
went we saw the people plowing up 
lands which had been without cultiva- 
tion for three years during the war 1""* 
this land will be put into rice and hemp 
at once, and the result win be that the 
old time trade of the country win be 
restored. 


"The country is rich beyond question 


and the need is that Americans go in 
and develop it. This will be done with- 
out doubt and the people will find that 
there Is great wealth waiting to be ex- 
ploited. There is no reason why an 
American cannot live in that country 
and the trade which will come from 
our -occupation of the archipelago wUl 
be sufficient to attract^ any number of 
American buslutasa liumes m the-near 
future. At the present time there is 
a decided growth In the trade of UK» 
Islands and the Americans are getting 
| their share of it. Of course there is 
still much of the country that is under 
the military rule, and the fighting is 
jnot over in some parts of the islands, 
but this will not last long as the ojt- 
' look is for peace very soon, 
| "The hope of the country lies in an 
honest administration of the govern- 
ment, and this we believe will follow 
the course of the administration as at 
| present being inaugurated by the Taf t 
i Commission. 
There may be a chance 


'that in the rush for places the inlands 
may be filled with too many office hold- 
lers. But this will work itself out and 
j the administration of the islands wtU be 
of tbe true American sort, which win 


|be a revelation to the people there. 


"During our visit through the islands 


' we were of course brought into cltis-* 
'touch with the army, and Gen. Corbia 
'spent bis time in the Inspection of It 
'and the workings of tbe various de- 


I partments. He was much pleased with 
the army as he saw it and we all were 
' convinced that there was nothing to be 
desired in the methods of tne com- 
mander. Gen. 
Chaffee is surely th* 


right man for the place and "hia coarse 
is one which will result In a cessation 
of hostilities as soon as they can be 
brought to an end. 


"As to the future of the islands I 


believe that there la much to be done 
in the way of opening up the many 
sources of wealth. The people must of 
course be the worker* for a long time, 
and the Americans who will be attract- 
ed there will be tbe director* of tbe 
' enterprises. The people are mot *» In- 
dustrious as tbe Chines* or Japanese, 
but they work in the fields and make a 
good showing so far as they go. Tbey 
will Improve under tbe rule which I* 
now being established and I believe 
that the longer the islands are In our 
hand tbe better we will be pleased with 
the returns from them,

Head Disease Will 
Engross Experts' 


Attention. 


Experts of the bureau of animal Indus- 


try of the Department of Agriculture will 
consider the head disease in chickens, 
and upon their report will depend much 
of the 
later experiments of D.rector 


Smith and his assistants, in their idea- 
lisations on the slopes of Tantalus 


In the mail which went to Washing- 


ton !n the Mariposa yesterday was a 
package sent forward by Director Jared 
Smith of the Agricultural Experiment 
Station, 
containing tno chickens, pre- 


served in alcohol, for investigation. The 
chickens in life were excellent specimens 
of the results of the head disease, and 
they were preserved m alcohol, so that 
they might reach th. experts of the ani- 
mal industry bureau in shape for their 
consideration, without any change. 


In the opinion of the men of the exper- 


iment station, including D rector Smith, 
the head d ssvise is a sort of fungus dis- 
order, similar to that which has been 
found in the southern states and in most 
of the warm countries Although there 
was a dissection of a chicken whose 
stage of the disease wag the last, it was 
impossible here to accurately locate the 
malady, and the decision was reached 
to send the two specimens on to head- 
quarters, where an accurate diagnosis 
may be made. The belief that the mos-

of poultry in the islands, causing the 
loss of thousands of dollars in the plants 
and at the same time making it neces- 
sary that eggs and chickens be imported 
from California. The experimenters win 
make every endeavor to find what will 
prevent or eradicate the malady from 
the henneries of the Islands.

eaee has bad many results, and has caus- 
ed those interested in it to reach out In 
all directions for information upon the 
subject.

Much is heard about the Employers' 


Association of San Francisco as a body 
which, by its brutality, compelled the 
present strike. What the Employers' 
Association is and: what It ba» done, 
is reported as follows, and we believe 
authentically, by the News Letter: 


The Employers' Association is simply 


an organisation of'employers'formed for 
mutual ' protection against .aggressive 
tradesdnions. It came Into this contro- 
versy after the Brotherhood of Team- 
sters and the City Front Federation had 
assailed tne business interests of Its 
members and sought to wrest the man- 
agement of their affairs from their 
nands. It is now assisting its members 
In this controversy. But neither the As- 
sociation nor its membership are mak- 
ing a "fight on unionism." They have 
simply declined to recognize unions or 
walking delegates or business agents. 
The employees may join as many unions 
as they please, but the employers claim 
the future right to select their own hired 
men without regard to whether they be- 
long to any or all unions. They will deal 
with men. and not with organizations, 
and one of their principal reasons for 
this is to be found In. the fact that ex- 
perience has demonstrated that trades- 
unions will make solemn agreements and 
wffl recklessly break their terms (as in 
the case of the Pacific Coast Steamship 
Company and its firemen) when they feel 
so disposed. 
Besides that, employers 


have learned by bitter experience that 
they cannot manage a successful busi- 
ness and yet be subject to the dictation 
of union presidents, walking delegates, 
and business agents.

It is hard to argue against the phi- 


losophy of trades-unions, which seems 
sound enough, but the practice does not 
live up to the preaching. The tyranny 
of capital, about which trades-union- 
ists complain, was never a whit worse 
than the tyranny, of trades-unions, of 
which.tbe public complains, and which, 
in pur. .opinion, amounts to a conspiracy 
In restraint of trade as that offence is 
described In the Federal laws. Labor 
baa often complained that capital 
coerces its vote and probes its most 
private interests. If so a trades-union 
for defence is natural and Inevitable. 
But on the other hand trades-unions 
assume the right to dictate the terms 
upon which a free American citizen 
may do business, even listing those of 
whom he may not buy and to whom he 
may not sell. Thus the massing of^ 
good citizens fbr the preservation of 
their vested rights becomes necessary 
and imperative. Again, the trusts of 
capital increase prices and diminish 
competition; but it Is no argument 
against them for trades-unions to raise

Extermination of 


Pest Urged in 


Hawaii. 


HUMPHREYS' 


PROBABLE 


REPRIMAND 


T 


HE Board of Health has now be- 


stirred itself In an effort to erad- 
icate the mosquito pest, which is 


admitted t" be much worse In Hawaii 
than in any of the Eastern states where 
so much attention Is now being given 
to experiments with oil, as a means of 
exterminating the little insect. 


President Sloggett is actively inter- 


ested in the proposed war of extermi- 
nation, and he suggested that while the 
health department had no funds with 
which to engage in the war, it should 
«lve official sanction to any work pri- 
vate eltlsens might do in this direction. 


Dr. Sloggett had prepared a drawing 


by which he showed how easily 
the 


moequito could be wiped out of exist- 
ence by the application of kerosene oil 
to ponds and streams where they were 
propagated. 
Tbe larvae floats head 


Downward In the water, tbe respiratory 
tube reaching the surface. A drop of 
»U is sufficient to kill the larvae, and 
the oil Is ejected upon the death of the 
mosquito producer, and performs its 
deadly work many times over. 


In presenting the matter to the board 


Dr. Sloggett said: "The destruction of 
the mosquito by kerosene seems to me 
an important subject and one in which 
the public needs to be educated. 
We 


can co-operate with the public to elimi- 
nate, if not totally destroy the pest, and 
whfle we have no money to be used for 
that purpose, I think official action by 
the Board will do some good in Impress- 
ing people with the adequateness of the 
proposed remedy. The local press has 
paid considerable attention to the mat- 
ter, and If the agitation is continued. 
1 think perhaps our citizens can be 
made to see the necessity of this work, 
As soon as the board can see its way 
clear to do so we should take a step in 
the right direction, for it seems that by 
the use of oil the mosquito could easily 
be destroyed m the islands. A very 
small quantity of kerosene will destroy 
a great many of the larvae, while they 
are still In the water. Once the evolu- 
tion of the mosquito from the larvae 
takes place the elimination of the pest 
Is almost Impossible. To destroy the 
larvae is an easy matter. They float 
tn the water, head 
downward, the 


respiratory tube only reaching the sur- 
face. A little oil drawn into the respira- 
tory duct, and it is all over with the 
mosquito, the oil either paralyzing the 
aervous system, or In some other way 
destroying the larvae. 


"I have been approached by different 


people, who isay this Is all nonsense: 
but experiments have demonstrated the 
effectiveness of feerosene, as a mosquito 
destroyer, and there is no reason wny 
the plan should not be put into effect 
here. It is stated on good authority 
that only one gallon of kerosene Is re- 
quired to each acre of water, and that 
this oil will remain upon the surface 
for four or five weeks. 
I think the 


plan i.= one which should at least be 
gdven a trial by the people of Hono- 
lulu, and Its utility for the purpose 
would soon be demonstrated." 


Dr. Sloggett'a views met with the ap- 


proval of all the members present at 
the meeting, and though it is Impossible 
to make an official experiment because 
of lack of funds for that purpose, the 
members of the board as Individuals 
will try the plan.

PRINCE CHUN 


HAS HIS WAY 


He Beats the 
Kaiser at the 


Great Game of 


Diplomacy. 


BERLIN, Sept. 3.—It is generally con- 


ceded here that the settlement of the 
Chun difficulty marks another success 
for Chinese diplomacy. A semi-official 
intimation has been conveyed to the 
press that the Government waived the 


I petition for forgiveness owing to a de- 
Uire not to place China in the attitude 
of having countenanced assassination. 
Stress is now laid upon the address 
which Prince Chun will read to Emper- 
or William. Nevertheless, the expiatory 
mission has become shorn of all sem- 
blance of a national spectacle illustrat- 
ing German imperial supremacy, and 
has dwindled down to a private recep- 
tion of a rather unwelcome envoy, who 
has had matters all in his own way 
regarding the performance of his er- 
rand. 


As a matter of fact the Government 


now seems anxious to get rid as quickly 
as possible of the expiatory incubus, 
and the probabilities are that the mis- 
sion will leave Berlin soon after the 
audience. 


The first flush of satisfaction at being 


rescued from an awkward position hav- 
ing passed, the press and public now 
vent their spleen upon Count von Bue- 
low, who has really saved the Govern- 
ment from an absolute fiasco. The Pan- 
German papers are particularly bitter. 
They deride the Imperial Chancellor 
with a lack of stamina and refer to the 
incident as the greatest 
snub since 


Otumetz.

NBW YORK. Sept. 4.-A conference, at 


which conditions of peace in the great 
steel strike are being discussed, Is being 
beld at the office of the United States 
Steel Corporation. The participants In 
the discussion include President Charles 
M. Schwab, of the United' States Steel 
Corporation; Samuel Gompers, president 
of the American Federation Ot Labor; 
John MitcheU, president of the United 
Mine Workers: Professor Jenks, of the 
Industrial Commission; Secretary R. M. 
Easley. of the Civic Federation, 
and 


Harry White, secretary of the Garment 
Workers' Association. 
The conference 


was arranged this morning and 
wan 


asked for by Samuel Gompers and John 
MitcheU, who are believed to be acting 
in behalf of President Theodore J. Shaf- 
fer and tbe Amalgamated Association. 
They reached here early this morning, 
and were joined by Messrs. Jenks, Ban- 
ley and White. The entire party came 
down town at 12 o'clock, and at 12:15. 
entered the offices of the United States 
Steel Corporation. They were received 
by Mr. Schwab, and shown to tbe con- 
sulting room. Shortly after their arr.val 
Veryl Preston and some of the officers 
of the subsidiary companies entered Mr. 
Schwab's office and joined tbe conferees. 
None of the participants In tbe confer- 
ence could be seen and the basis of tbe 
discussion could not be learned.
